Mini Moves to 
Fight Coin Shortage 

T*h e Treasury has an- 
nounced an intenisfied pro- 
gram to double the nation's 
rale of coin production with- 
in a year and, raise il by 7W"r 
during the next six mouths. 

This increased production 
will be distributed among 
the present f> denominations 
of coins in about the present 
ratios — roughly two-thirds 
pennies, one-fourth nickels 
and dimes, and the rest quar- 
ters and half dollars. 

Steps already taken lo ex- 
pand current production of 
coins include the purchase of 
rolled nickel ship for the 
making of all 5-cent coins — 
thus freeing equipiueul for 
other production — ami Ihe 
inauguration of a continuous 
7-day. 24-hour production 
schedule al the nation's' two 
Mints, in Denver and Phila- 
delphia. 

These actions will increase 
production for the coming 
fiscal year by (100 million 
coins, bringing total budget- 
ed production up to some 5 
billion coins.
